The Parliament met according to their late Adjorn. 
meut, on, and from pril16;h.to May, 21, 1677. 

There was no ſpeech from the King to the Parliament, 
but in the Houſe of Commons. 

This Meeting was opened with a verball meffage from 
his Majefty, delivered by Secretary Coventry, wherein his 
Majeſty acquainted the Houſe, that having according to 
their dehire in their Anſwer to his late Meſſage Cpril 16th. 
drieed their Adjournment to this time, becauſe they did 
alledge it to be unparliamentary to grant Supplyes when 
the Houſe was fo thin, in expeQation of a ſpeedy Adjourn- 
ment ; and haviog alſo Ifſued out his Proclamation of ſum. 
monstothe end there might be a full Houſe, he did now 
expea they would forthwith enter upon the conſideration 
of bis laft meſſage, and the rather, becauſe he did intend 
there ſhould be a Recefle very quickly. | 
' Upon: this it was moved, That the Kings hft Meflage 
(of 7pri116.) And the Anſwer thereto ſhould be Read, 
and they were read accordingly. 

_ Thereupon, after a long filence, a difcourſe began a, 
bout their expeRation, and neceſſity of Alliances. 

- Andparticularly, it was intimated that av Alliance with 
Holland was moR expedient, for that we ſhoyld deceive our 
ſelves if we thought we could be defended otherwiſe, we 
alone could not withſtand the French, his purſe and power 
was too great. . Nor could the Durch withſtand bim. But

peQation to have Allyances declared, and if they were not. 

made oy be imparted, they were not called or come to,

The Secretary andothers ſaid, theſe Allyances were things 
of great weight, and difficulty, and thetime had been thorr, 
burif they were finiſht, yetit was not conyenientto publiſh 
thei, till the Xing was in a readinefſe and poftare to pro- 
ſecute and maintain then, till when his Majefty could rot 
ſo much as ſpeak out, infifting on his words, That wvithout 

600000 /. it vyould not be poſſible for him to ſpea* or CA 
thoſe things which should anſvyer the ends of their ſeveral Ad- 

dreſſes, wynthout expoſing the Kingdom to much greater dange= 

ers. 

By others it was obſerved and ſaid, That they met now

He that was a miniſter chief- 
ly imployed in making the Tripplz Lrague, hes fince publiſhed 
in print that, that League was made in five dayes, and yet 
that might well be thought a matter more tedious and long

Neither is five weeks the limit of the time, that has been 
for this purpoſe, forit is about ten weeks fince we firſt Ad- 
dreſſed for theſe Allyances.

receive not ſatisfaction, that they are not to be yſed againft 
him, itis a cauſe of War on his part, fo as that Neighbour 
may begin it he think fit, apd is not bound to ſtay till the 
firſt preparer firſt begin aCtuall Hoſtility, and this is agree- 
able to reaſon, and the nature of Government. :

But that reſolves into the 
ſecoud. For when a Prince out of an apprehenſion- thatex- 
traordinary preparations may be uſed againſt him, defires 
a clear categoricall and fatifatory anſwer concerning the 
matter / as the manner of Princes is) a dubious anſwer does 
not at all ſatisfie his inquiry, nor allay his jealouſy ; But, in 
that caſe it is, and is uſed, to be taken and underftood, that 
the forces are defined againſt him, 


Andit his eAajefty have given no anfwer at all { which 
is not probable ) it is the ſame with the laſt, 


So that this being ſo, by one meanes or other the French 
have the knowledge of the Kings purpoſe, and if it be known 
to, or but gueſſed at by them, why is it concealed from his 
Parliament 2 Why this darknefle towards us ? 

Beſides we expect not ſo much good as we would, fo 
long as we are afraid the French ſhould know what we are 
a doing. :

I do aſſure you on the 
iVord of a King, that you shall 'not repent any truſt you repoſe 
in me, for the ſafety of my Kinadoms ; and TI dtfire you to bee 
lieve I yvould not break my Credut with you, but as T have al- 
ready told you, that it will not be poſdible for me to ſpeak or at 
thoſe things which Should anſvver the ends of your ſeveral Ade 
areſſes,wvithout expoſing my kingdoms to much greater dangers, 
' fol declare to you again, 1 will neither hazard my ovvn ſafety, 
nor yours, until I be ina better condition thars I am able to put my 
ſelf, both to defend my Subjetts and offend my Enemies. 

I do further aſſure yow, I have not loſt one day ſince your 
{ aft yeeting, in doing all I could for your defence; and 1 tell yow 
plajnly, it shall be your fault and not mine if your Security be not 


ſufficient! y provided for. - 


The Commons returning totheir Houſe, and the Speech. 
being there read, they wer lai reſolved to conlider it, and 
after alittle while reſolved into a Committee of the whole 
Houfte, for the more full, free, and regular debate 
The Secretary and others propounded the ſupplying the 
K:5:g , wherein they ſaid they did not preſs the Houſe, but 
they might do as they pleaſed.

Several others, ſomewhat differeat, ſpake to this eſſe, 
We ſhould conſider in this cafe, asin the caſe of the Kings 
Letters, Pattents, Proclamations, &c. If any thiog in them 
| beagainſt Law and Reaſon, Lawyers and Courts, Judge 
is void, and reckon it not to be.faid or doneby the King, 
Far the King can do no yrong, tho his _eunſel may. Sowe 
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tauſt look upon the Kings eres, and Meſſages: as the pro2 * 
duct of Counſel, and therefore if any miſtake be therein, it 
muſt be imputed to the errorof his Counſel, and it muſt be 
taken that the king never ſaid it. Now to apply certainly the 
teeating and concluding of Alliances, requirs, not a previous 
ſumme of mony, however the kings Counſel may mifin- 
form.

Papers zre not ſcattred. A man ©2:inot tell to what end this 
adviſe was given, uuleſſe to ſpead the Kiags pzoney, for the 
Admiralty of Scotland is not now, and muchlcfle then was 
lo conſiderable, as to require any ſuch force agai::ſt it, And 
if the deſign were to hinder thei: Conmerce and ſuccours 
by Sea, the charg of one of thofe great Ships might have 
been divided and applied to the ſetting out five or fix kefle 
Ships, each of which was capable of doing as much for that

cannotſo welthope to have continued without our coming 
into it, much leſs cau we hope to recover or recruite it,if once 
broken. The very ſeaſon of the year favours the bulineſle. 
' It is properand fate to begin with the Frenchin the ſummer, 
now he is engaged and not at Leiſure, whereas in Winter 
-when the Armies aredcawnout of the Field he will be able 
to apply himſelf to us. 
Asto the Citizens notadvancing mony upon the late cer- 
dit, we are informed they were never regularly or effet- 
ually asked, ny Lord Major indeed was ſpoken to, and per- 
haps ſome ofthe Aldermen, but all they are not the City, 
he ſent about curiouſly to: ſome of the Citizens, to know if 
they would lend, of which they took little or no notice, ic 
being not agreeable to: their way and uſage, for the cuſtom 
in ſach caſes has always been, that ſome Lord of the Council 
did go down to the Common Counſel}, which is the Repre- 
ſentative body of the City, and there propound the matter. 
Beſides inthis particular caſe the Citizens generally ask- 
' ed the ſame queſtion. we do : are the Alliances made, and 
faid if they were made they would lend money, but if not, 
they ſaw no cauſe for it. 
Philip the ſecond of Spaine made an obſervation in his 
 W1ll,or ſome laſt 2emorial, and'tis ſince publiſhed io Priat 
by Monfienr, he obſerves the vanity ofapy Princes aſpiring 
at the univerſal Monarchy, for that ic naturally made the ett 
of the world joyntly his enemies, but ambition blinds meo, 
ſuffers them not tolook back on ſuch Experiences. But this 
obſervation ſhews whatis natural for orhers todo in fuch a

In the proceſs of this debatz, Gentlemendid more parti. 
cularly explain themſclves, and propound to Addreſs theis 
deſignto the King,for a League offenfive and detepfive,with 
the Dutch againſt the French power. 

Againſt which a ſpecions objection was made, . That the 
Dutch, were already treating withthe Frexch, and 'twas like 
they would {lip Collar, make a ſeparate Peace for themſelves 
and leave us engaged ina War with France. 

To which was Anſwered, "That there was no juſt fear of 
that, the D«rch were Interefſed in reprefing the Power of 
France as: well as we, and they knew their Intereſt; It 

was reaſonable for them to ſay, If England, whichis as much. 
concerned in this danger, wilt nutaflift us, we will make the 
beſt terms we can for our ſelves, there is yet a Seam of Land

But if England will joyn with the Dutch, they cannor find 
one ſyllable ot reafonto deſert the Commou Cauſe. 

They have obſerved: propenitty in the People of England 
to help them, but not in the Courtot Exeland. If they can.

It was moved, that there might be a League Offenſive and 
_ Defenfive with Spaizand the Dutch, and other convenient 
Allyances with the reſt of the Confederates, but the particu- 
lar concerning Spaiz, was retracted and laid afide by the ge- 
neral Diſcourſe of the Members to this purpoſe, We do 
covet an Allyance with Spain above others, for that they are 
Owners of the Netherlands, for whoſe preſervation we have 
Addreſſed, that it is with Spain that we fave the moſt, if not 
the ouly proficable Trade, and the Spaniards are good, gal- 
hn: an\| fure Friends. But they are remote, and we know 
got whether there are full powers here or at Bruſſels for this 
matter; and to wait for their coming from Madrid would 
make Church-work, whereas we need the ſwifteſt expedi- 
tion, . 

Therefore they Voted their Addreſs tobe particular and 
exprelly for ſuch a League with the Duzch, and as to the 
Spaniards together with the other Confederates in general. 

This paſſed with very general conſent, there was an ex- 
traordinary full Houſe, and upon puttiog the queſtion, there 
were but two negative Voices to it. 

There were more ordinary particulars appointed to be 
in the Addreſs, but no conteſt or debate abour them.
